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On 30 July 1952 Hsiao-fu (5618/1133)1, a Soviet medical doctor, and six medical 
specialists arrived in Peiping from the USSR to do bacteriological research.“ 

Some are living at the Red Cross Association in Peihai (0554/3189) and others at the 
Communist clinic inside the Tesheng (1795/0524) Gate.
